leged'Oil Trust in Hancock county. A 
transcript of the evidence, showing a 
union between the Standard of New 
Jersey, the Buckeye Pipe Line eom-

l>any, the Solar Refining 
company, 


and tile Ohio Oil company 
will un- 


doubtedly be procured by the United 
States attorneys in prosecuting the 
admissions of ownership by the New 
Jersey Standard from the ofiicers of 
these companies. Prosecutor David 
and his associates uncovered the mine 
for federal delving. 


Findlay, 0., Oct. 16. — Owing to a 


ruling of Judge Banker the Standard 
Oil trial was hrought up with a short 
turn, and it is nearing the finish. It 
may reach the jury Wednesday. 


W. B. Ulsh, a local grocer, was pro- 


ceeding to tell the jury that when he 
first went into business, several years 
ago, hepurchased oil from the Na- 
t'ohst} Rffiiiirig company, a local inde- 
pendent concern, but that two or three 
years ago he was visited by an agent 
of;the Standard, since which time ju%, 
has bought oil of that company, .de 
had no means of knowing that the 
supposed, .agent of the Standard wa& 
such agent, and while Mr. Phelp's 
stated that he wished to show that 
' this agent offered and paid a secret re- 
bate to witness since his visit and that 
witness bought all his oil of the Stand.-, 
ard since that time, he said the state" 
could not prove that the Standard had 
.given ttte :a^ent ^uithox-ity .to-offer- the 
rebate,'iani the evidence was thereby 
cut^sheirt. It .was understood to have 
"b^ie^'me.Jnitentiph of-the prosecution 
to jilace before the jury considerable 
testimony of the same nature. When 
J.vulge, tanker 'excluded it, the prosecu- 
tion announced that W. L. Finley, 
state: inspector of refined oils, would 
be the -only other witness, and that his 
testimony.would take but 10 minutes. 


Mr, Pivelps for the prosecution ad- 


mitted that the state had no means of 
showing that the Standard Oil com- 
pany authorized its agents to offer or 
give rebates. The court held that the 
authority of the agent must be estab- 
lished. "Then the state wi-11 close It 
case* in 10 minutes tomorrow," de- 
clared Mr. Phelps, and the jury, which 
was ..excused for this argument of 
counsel, was called in and court ad- 
journed for the day. Pew witnesses 
for the defense will be called. Argu- 
ment of counsel to the jury can be 
completed Wednesday, perhaps, in 
time for. Judge Banker *to make his 
charge, to the jury and place the case 
in the jury's hands. 


John O'Brien, superintendent of the 


Buckeye Pipe Line company, and E. R. 
Curtain, superintendent of the Man- 
hattan Gil company, both took the 
"immunity bath" before testifying. 
Witnesses put in by the state were 
officers of the alleged constituent com- 
panies of the Standard, including the 
Buckeye pipe line, the Manhattan Oil 
company, the Ohio"Oil company and 
the Solar Refining company. It was 
testified to by ofiicers of the Buckeye 
pipe line and Ohio Oil company that 
the Standard Oil company of New Jer- 
sey owns practically all of the stock 
of these companies. 


An agreement was reached between 


Prosecutor David and attorneys for 
the Standard Oil company whereby 
the case- against John D. Rockefeller 
will not be set for trial until after this 
case has been finally disposed of, 
whether this is in the probate court, 
now conducting the trial, or before the 
supreme court of the state after all 
appeals have been taken. Until this 
agreement, the Rockefeller case was 
simply postponed until after the pres- 
ent trial of the. company in- probate 
court.

Outcome of Charge That British 
Army Officers Grafted Millions In 
Stores For South Africa. 


London, Oct. 16.—John Bull's war 


scandals in South Africa finally reach- 
ed final disposition by tb.e war offic'e 
with a finding which completely exon- 
erates General Sir Neville Gerald Lyt- 
telton, .chief of the general staff and 
first military member of the army 
council. 


The war stores scandals were the 


subject of an attack by the opposition 
on the Balfour ministry in June, 1905, 
which resulted in the appointment of 
a royal commission to inquire into 
them. It was alleged that officers of 
the British army during the South 
African war worked in collusion with 
contractors, entailing a loss to the gov 
eminent of $5,000,000. 


A note appended to the decisions 


states that in all the cases full allow- 
ance has been made for defects in the 
supply system as well as for the ef- 
fects on the men of the long and se- 
vere strain of active service. 


The secretary of war, Haldane, and 


the army council arrived at the con- 
clusion that it was b'syond human pos- 
sibility for General Lyttelton to super- 
vise the system of supply-while his 
whole energies were being devoted to 
commanding the troops. Several offi- 
cers are censured and others retired, 
with and without the pay allowed re- 
tired officers. Many others are exon- 
erated and restored to service.

M»goon's Views About the 


Political Affairs of the Island — H e 
WiH Make New Laws by Edict After 
Being Shaped Up by a Commission. 
Civil Service to Be Installed. 


Havana, Oct. 16. — Local political 


parties 'toe showing signs of resusci- 
tation. 
The reorganized Moderate 


party, renamed the Republican party, 
issued a lengtny program setting forth 
aims similar to those held by the Mod- 
orates. There was a big Liberal mass 
meeting at theJPayret theater. 


At the meeting of the Liberals the 


killing of Congressman Villu'endas 
last year was frequently referred to 
by the speakers as a primary caus'e 
of the revolution. Senator Zayas de- 
nounced former President Palma for 
misinterpreting 
thq 
Platt 
amend- 


ment, in thinking the United States 
was bound to uphold the constituted 
government. Seuor Zayas said he did 
not blame the Moderates, but their 
leader, Palma, and that if Palma was 
again chosen to the presidency in a 
fair election the Liberals would sus- 
tain him. 
'I have seen no reason to believe 


that the Liberal leaders are other than 
sincere in their declarations that they 
are not seeking office," said Governor 
Magoon in an interview. He added 
that the representations made by Lib- 
erals concerning offices referred to 
local posts. 
There were many com- 


plaints regarding mayors and requests 
that these officials be ousted on ac- 
count of their misdoings. The corn- 
plaints were presented to the governor 
for investigation. Magoon reiterated 
that he has seen no signs or attempts 
at office grabbing. 


Governor Magoon is considering the 


appointment of a commission on new- 
laws, another on civil service and a 
third to hear claims for damages aris- 
ing from the insurrection. The com- 
mission on laws probably will be com- 
posed equally of Americans and Cu- 
bans. 
It will be charged with the 


preparation of recommendations 
for 


encral election and municipal laws 


and certain other laws which are con- 
sidered fundamentally necessary to 
he progressive government, of th? 
country. Wher ihese laws have been 
decided upon they will be promulgated 
by Governor Magoon in the form of 
decrees.

Senator Burton's case has been 


in the courts ever since 1902, when 
he was indicted in St. Louis on the 
charge of accepting a fee for repre- 
senting the -JBalra Grain company of 
that city iir.an effort to debar it from 
the use of the. Tailed States mails. He 
was found guilty and sentenced to 
serve six Aontlis in jail and pay a fine 
of $2,500. On: appeal to the supreme 
court the decision was reversed on a 
technicality afd a .second trial was or- 
dered. The second verdict was iden- 
tical with the^irsr. and it was affirmed 
by the supregie court. This affirma- 
tion was announced .lust before the' 
close of the-tei-m in May. The motion 
for rehearing jwas then filed. It was 
clainred in Burton's behalf that the 
court did notliave the real facts be- 
fore it in considering the case. 


Sertepce Will Stand. 


"Washington/ Oct. .16. — The supreme 


court of the United States denied the 
petition of former United States Sen- 
ator Burton of Kansas for a rehearing 
in the casa in which he is under sen- 
tence of imprisonment and fine on 
the charge of accepting an attorney's 
fee in a case in which tile govern- 
ment was interested, while he was 
serving as senator. The effect of the 
decision will.be the immediate im- 
prisonment of Burton' unless his attor- 
neys devise some other means of post- 
poning the execution of the sentence. 
There was no formal announcement of 
the decision in open court, the chief 
justice merely handing a brief memo- 
randum to the clerk of the court.
